Why Not Check Up On Your House?

UST as any successful business 
should make an inventory or 
take stock at stated intervals, so 
should farm operators make a 
check-up. During Better Homes 
Week, April 27-May 38, is a good 
time to do this. Here are some 
questions to be asked about the 

condition of the home: 

Does foundation extend down 
below maximum distance to 
which erosion might occur? It 
should extend one to one and one- 
half feet below ground surface, 

Does foundation protect the 
home from rot? Foundation 
should be one and a half to two 
feet above ground at all points. 

TERMITES 

Is the foundation constructed 
to guard against termites? Two 
feet from ground is desirable dis- 
tance for all wooden construction. 
There must not be any wooden 
props or braces under the floor, 

What are some termite preven- 
tive measures? Metal shields, 
placed in the masonry, project- 
ing two inches and bent down at 
an angle of 45 degrees, is one 
type of shield. Pressure creosot- 
ed sills, girders, joists and cross- 
bridging are other preventive 


measures. Untreated sills and 
girders should rest on asphalt 
paper. 

Is there sufficient light and 
ventilation beneath the house? 
Ventilators should be placed 


eight to 10 feet on centers. White- 
wash’on the inside of the founda- 
tion aids light reflection.

WIND PROTECTION 


Are sills anchored to founda- 
tion? Anchor bolts should be 
placed about eight feet on center. 

In addition to anchor bolts, 
what is an additional protection 
against high winds? Storm 
sheathing applied diagonally to 
the studs will brace the framing. 

What features should a good 
roof have? It should be braced 
and anchored and should be of 
fire-resistant material. 

What treatment should be ap- 
plied to exterior *woodwork? 
Rough, weathered siding may be 
stained, but preferably painted. 
Aluminum priming coats appear 
to have merits. 

Where it is difficult to keep 
putty in window sash, what pro- 
cedure is recommended? Remove 
all loose putty, paint the sash, 


then apply putty, followed with 
two coats of paint on the putty. 
SCREENS 

What can be done to lengthen 
the life of galvanized, screen 
wire? One coat, applied to each 
side of wire, of screen enamel 98 
or 99 per cent varnish and one or 
two per cent lamp black will pro- 
tect the wire. 

What measures can be taken 
to protect screen wire? Hard- 
ware cloth (galvanized wire 
mesh with one-fourth inch, three- 
eighths inch or one-half inch 
mesh) installed in screen doors 
will protect the wire. On screen- 
ed porches the hardware cloth 
can be installed to a height of 
about 80 inches to protect the 
wire from damage caused by chil- 
dren.

URCHASING their baby chicks from a good hatcheryman nearby 
who is following a good breeding and disease control program. 


HOROUGHLY cleaning brooding equipment before the baby 

chicks arrive and seeing that the heating units are properly ad- 
justed to give correct temperature for the chicks. 

URCHASING a good high grade commercial starting mash for 

their baby chicks. They allow two pounds of feed for each baby 


chick for the first six weeks. 


Weta that growing mash is made by using 200 pounds of yellow 
corn meal and 100 pounds of 26% supplement. 

AKING sure that their birds are free from body lice by using 

two drops of “Black Leaf 40” under each wing of the bird or 
using the pinch method in applying sodium fluoride. 

: AINTING their perch poles and perch pole. supports with Carbo-

Cotton, Stamps To Move Surplus 


EVERE reductions in cotton ‘exports because of the war and the neces- 
sity of preventing further accumulations of cotton are factors which 


led to adoption of the new supplementary cotton program. 


The 1940 crop 


likely will add about 2% million bales to the 10% million bales carried over 
into the current season. 

The supplementary program encourages yoluntary reductions of cotton 
in 1941, plus increased consumption of cotton goods, by compensating cot- 


ton farmers for their additional acreage reduction with cotton stamps which 


can be used to purchase cotton goods. 


Cooperating farm families also may 


earn cash payments and enjoy better living by using the diverted acreage for 
gardens or the production of food for home use. 

Farmers will receive stamps for planting less than their 1941 allotments 
or their 1940 planted acreage, whichever is smaller, at the rate of 10 cents 


for each pound of.the normal yield on the underplanted acreage. 


Share- 


croppers, tenants, and owner-operators may earn as much as $25 worth of 


the stamps per family. 


Operators of more than one farm or of a farm with 


two or more tenants are limited to $50 worth of the stamps.

Spring Cleaning 


Spring is always a season of 
great activity in yards and gar- 
dens. Along with the regular 
“spring cleaning,” there are num- 
erous other things that should be 
done. If these things are care- 
fully planned, they can become 
definite additions to the perma- 
ent improvements in the appear- 
ance and usefulness of the home 
grounds. 


Additional detailed information 
on home ground improvement can 


be obtained from county farm or 
home demonstration agents. 


Spring cleaning of the yard 
should include removal of shrubs, 
roses and flower beds from the 
front yard. It also should in- 
clude the development of a work 
yard in a screened section of the 
back yard, or side yard. A place 
to store wood and other things 
where they will not detract from 
the appearance of the house and 
grounds should be arranged. 

In planting flowers of any 
type, plans should be made to put 
them in definite beds in flower 
gardens laid out in the side yards 
or in the back yard. 

Development and maintenance 
of the lawn should head the list 
of work during the spring and 
throughout the year. A good 
lawn will add more to the ap- 
pearance of home grounds than 
any other development. If lawns 
are to be planted they should be 
started soon in order to be well 
established before the hot sum- 
mer months.

1941 crop. If quotas are approy- 
ed in the referendum, farmers are 
assured of a loan or diversion pro- 
fram, or both, as a means of pro- 
tecting peanut prices. The loan 
rate would be between 50 and 75 
per cent of parity. 

A preliminary report gives the 
1940 peanut acreage picked and 
threshed by mechanical means as 
1,907,000 acres, from which the 
production was 1,611,634,000 
pounds, In 1935 this acreage was 
1,473,000, and the production was 
1,147,225,000 pounds, 


Peanut Program to Be Discussed 
at Meetings 


For the past several years the 
prices that you received for pea- 
nuts have been protected by a Gov- 
ernment Program. Under these 
“price pegging’ programs there 
was, as you know, no regulations 
of marketings and the acreage of 
peanuts increased steadily so that 
the 1940 crop was by far the larg- 
est in history. The 1940 crop put 
an end to your “price pegging’ 
program because the agency that 
was responsible for the fair prices 
you have received refuse to pay it 
again unless you are willing to 
help hold down acres. 

You have an opportunity to 
keep this “price pegging” program 
and under certain conditions you 
can substitute peanut acres for 
cotton acres, Regardless of what 
you are doing it will pay you to 
stop long enough to hear this very 
important subject discussed at one 
of the following meetings:

EMPLOYMENT SERVICE SENKS 
WORKERS FOR DEFENSE JOBS 

Cooperation with local employ- 
ers in finding’ workers for jobs 
opening up because of the defense 
program was emphasized today in 
a statement issued by H. O, Davis, 
manager of the Dothan office of 
the Alabama State Employment 
Service, 

“Our office,” he said, “is taking 
an active part in the Nation-wide 
effort to recruit for employers the 
workers needed in National de- 
fense production—and in the many 
Secondary lines stimulated by de- 
fense activity, As an office of the 
Alabama State Employment Serv- 
ice, we are affiliated with the 
United States Employment Service 
and are cooperating in its Nation- 
wide registration of all available 
workers, so that qualified people 
can be located quickly when an in- 
dustry needs them." 

In line with the appeal recently 
issued by the Alabama State Em- 
ployment Service, Mr. Davis's of- 
fice is, he said, asking every un- 
employed worker in Elba and every 
worker with a skill needed in qae- 
fense industry, which he is not 
now using, to register. Mr, Davis 
listed the occupations to which 
this applies as: 

In Alabama’s Defense Program— 
Carpenters, millwrights, reinforc- 
ing iron workers, steam fitters 
and plumbers and electricians, 

Aircraft manufacturing, includ- 
ing airplane sheet metal workers, 
airplane woodworkers, inspectors, 
and aeronautical engineers, 

Shipbuilding, including ship car- 
penters, loftsmen, boatbuilders, 
shipfitters, caulkers, and marine 
machinists. 

Machine shops and machinery 
manufacturing, including machin- 
ists, tool makers, lathe operators, 
die makers, and tool designers: 

The Employment Service does 
not encourage or desire workers 
who are employed in any of the 
above industries to register, 

“Our office,’ he continued, 
“wants to know what workers here 
in Elba and vicinity are available 
now for jobs, or for the training 
courses being given for defense 
jobs. We do not want anyone who 
has a job to give it up. We do 
not want to dislodge anyone who 
is using his best skil. in his pres- 
ent job. We do want to be in a 
position to refer to local employ- 
ers—those in defense industry and 
others—the kind of workers they 
need, when they need them.”

Koy Parrish, of the GFA Peanut 
Association, released the following 
prepared statement, The state- 
ment is featured as the main edi- 
torial in the GFA News, the 
ganization’s trade paper for

peanut growers throughout the 
Southeast, 

We quote the editorial as fol- 
lows: 


“Shall I grow some peanuts for 
oll if marketing quotas under the 
peanut bill are yoted? Shall I 
overplant my allotment? 

“This is a question which many 
growers have already begun to 
consider and is one which they 
cannot themselves answer un-- 
til they have read all the pro- 
visions of the new peanut legisla- 
tion and have been made familiar 
with all of the principles involved, 

“Because of this confusion in 
the minds of peanut producers 
there is need now for the publica- 
tion and discussion of a very defi- 
nite policy for the peanut grower 
of the Southeast. Much has been 
said about the production of pea- 
nuts for oil and since under the 
new peanut marketing quota bill 
any grower may plant his allot- 
ment and receive for the produc- 
tion on his allotment a protected 
price and can, under certain con- 
ditions, overplant his allotment 
and sell such excess production 
for oil, many growers are wonder- 
ing what to do, 

“Since the peanut marketing 
quota bill has not in any way 
altered or amended the Soil Con- 
servation Program or its rates of 
benefit payments or its penalties, 
it must be pointed out in the very 
beginning that any producer who 
overplants his peanut acreage al- 
lotment shall continue to be pen- 
alized on his Soil Conservation 
benefit payments at the rate of 
14,c per pound on his adjusted 
yield for overplanted acres, <A 
Similar penalty existed last year; 
it existed in previous years and 
it still exists. Our Soil Conser- 
vation Programs and the Land 
Use Programs are fundamentally 
sound and no new plan should in- 
terfere with the continued progress 
being made under these programs 
to rebuild the soils of our farms. 

“Therefore, we should adopt in 
the Southeast now a very definite 
policy on this question of pea- 
nuts for oil which should be along 
the following lines: 

“A producer who has satisfac- 
tory peanut and cotton allotments 


and who is receiving benefit pay- 
ments from the AAA which are 
substantial and which form an im- 
portant part of his farm income 
will not profit by the overplanting 
of peanuts for oil because of the 
very heavy Soil Conservation pen- 
alty he will suffer, 

“The small producer who does 
not have sufficient peanut acre- 
age allotment or other cash crops 
allotments to support himself and 
family and who cannot qualify for 
sufficient Soil Conservation and 
other benefit payments to supply 
this additional needed income can 
produce an additional acreage of 
peanuts for oil and might thereby 
Supply the needed crop and income 
for the more successful operation 
of his farm, 

“The producer who does not 
have & peanut- allotment or who 
is not in any way cooperating in 
the Soil Conservation Program can 
plant a reasonable acreage of pea- 
nuts for oil and under conditions 
as favorable as they are for oil 
peanuts at the present time can 
probably make a successful crop 
of peanuts for oil, 

It must be pointed out, however, 
that every person interested in the 
continued prosperity of the pea- 
nut area and the care of our soil 
should realize and should empha- 
size that the production of peanuts 
for oil or for any other purpose 
should never be undertaken on any 
scale which will not permit sound 
farming practice and at least a 
three year rotation of the land in 
which is included cover crops and 
preferably a fertilized crop during 
the period of rotation, 

“If we do not respect the un- 
alterable laws of Nature in the 
preservation of our soil we shall 
most assuredly pour the fertility 
of this good land of ours into the 
presses of our mills at a rate so 
rapid that within the span of a 
few years we can no longer pro- 
duce peanuts or any other crop. 
Because peanuts can be easily 
grown without fertilizer we have 
a constant temptation to plunder 
the soil with this crop for the 
benefit of the present at the ex- 
pense of the future. We have 
done more of this now than we 
think, 

"On the other hand, with sound 
crop rotation practice and good 
farming sense the production of 
peanuts for oil under the proper 
program can be and should be a 
legitimate enterprise—a distinctly 
new and different crop from the 
production of peanuts for the edi- 
ble trade and should be so consid- 
ered. Under the proper program 
we have extensive possibilities in 
the production of peanuts for oil. 

“This we believe to be a sound 
policy to follow in the production 
of peanuts and one which should 
be carefully applied by the indi- 
vidual grower to his own particu- 
lar operations as about the only 
common sense and safe guide to 
consider.”’’—Camilla (Georgia) En- 
terprise.

CHRIST SHOWS HIMSELF ALIVE 
LESSON TEXT-—Luke 24:13-17, 25-35. 
GOLDEN TEXT—I am he that liveth, 

and was dead; and, behold, I am alive 

for evermore.—Revelation 1:18, 
Certainty and assurance — these 

fre at the heart of our observance 

of Easter. We declare with Paul, 

“Now is Christ risen from the dead” 

(I Cor, 15:20), and that He is ‘'de- 

clared to be the Son of God with 

power . . . by the resurrection from 
the dead’? (Rom, 1:4), We would 
join the apostles who ‘with great 
power gave . . . witness of the res- 
urrection of the Lord Jesus"’ (Acts 

4:33). 

Someone may say, ‘That's well 
enough for you who have faith in 
God, but I'm bewildered, uncertain, 
fearful, in a disordered world, What 
shall I do?’’ Come with us as, in 
our lesson, we join two men who 
had become bewildered, who felt 
that all their hopes had _ been 
crushed, that the future was only to 
be feared, 

We join them as they walk wearily 
along the road from Jerusalem to 
Emmaus, Suddenly there is Another 
with the little group. Let us listen 
to their conversation, First we find 

I. Holden Eyes and Slow Hearts 
(vy. 13-17, 25, 26). - 

The two sad men who had left 
Jerusalem to go to Emmaus were 
disciples of our Lord who had just 
been through the crushing experi- 
ence of seeing Him crucified. Now, 
as the jeering mob held triumphant 
sway in the city, they left the dead 
Christ (as they supposed) in the 
tomb and went their way. True, 
there had been some reports on the 
morning of the third day that the 
women had seen Jesus alive (vv. 
23, 24), but their hope and faith was 
at such low ebb that they could not 
—or did not—believe. Even when 
Jesus appeared to walk with them 
and question them, they did not 
know Him. 

Eyes closed by unbelief; faith hin- 
dered by doubt and fear; a despond- 
ent heart slow to believe God—how 
very effectively these shut out the 
blessing of God and of His Word, 
even to the believer. Even deeper 
is the darkness in which the un- 
believer finds himself. But all is not 
lost; there is One here who can open 
unseeing eyes and warm cold hearts 
—even Jesus, 

II. Burning Hearts and Opened 
Eyes (vv. 26-32). 

Although they did not realize it 
(how slow we are to appreciate our 
blessings!) until after He was gone 
(vy. 32), their hearts began to burn 
within them as soon as He began to 
expound the Scriptures to them. 

What a Bible exposition that was, 
as Christ Himself opened all that the 
Scriptures taught concerning Him! 
Bible teachers have talked about, 
and it makes one’s heart burn just to 
read their suggestions (see for ex- 
ample Morgan on Luke, page 278). 
Little wonder that these men were 
“strangely warmed’ as they lis- 
tened. 

The way to have a burning heart 
is to read God’s Word or to have it 
expounded by a Spirit-filled teacher 
or preacher. Especially is there 
blessing in reading and studying 
what the sacred Book teaches about 
our blessed Lord. 

With the heart “strangely 
warmed,”’ as John Wesley described 
his Aldersgate experience, cornes 
the opened eye. ‘'They knew him” 
(v. 31) in the breaking of the bread. 
Perhaps they saw the scar in His 
hand, or possibly they identified a 
familiar gesture or something in His 
voice; but until their hearts were 
warmed they did not see. Paul knew 
that truth when he declared: ‘‘But 
the natural man receiveth not the 
things of the Spirit of God: for they 
are foolishness unto him: neither 
can he know them, because they are 
spiritually discerned’’ (I Cor. 2:14). 

Some reader who has trouble be- 
lieving in the resurrection will find 
the problem solved when he meets 
Christ and has his heart changed in 
regeneration. What follows? 

IMI, Quickened Feet and Glad Tes- 
timony (vv. 33-35). 

The seven miles (sixty furlongs, 
v. 13) which had passed so slowly 
were now quickly retraced. They 
had glorious good news to bring to 
the disciples at Jerusalem. How 
swift are the feet of the one who has 
good tidings to bear (see Rom. 
10:15). One wonders why so many 
professed Christians are so slow 
about carrying His message. Can 
it be that they do not yet know the 
risen Christ? For if we know Him, 
surely ‘‘we do not well’’ to keep 
silent in a day of good tidings (II 
Kings 7:9). 

Note in verse 34 that before they 
could speak, the others gave them 
the good news of the resurrection. 
It is proper and delightful that be- 
lievers share spiritual blessings 
(Rom. 1:11, 12). That’s why we 
come together in God's house. 

Brother in the Lord, Christian sis- 
ter, how long is it since you had a 
new and stirring experience of the 
presence of Christ? Not necessarily 
spectacular or exciting, but a real 
spiritual experience. Let’s ask Him 
for it! 


SOYBEANS RECOMMENDED 
FOR HUMAN CONSUMPTION 


AUBURN, Ala.--Research by W, 
PD, Salmon, nutritionist, Alabama 
Experiment Station, shows that at 
least, six varieties of soybeans cook 
readily and are adapted to South- 
ern conditions, They are Rokusun, 
Delsta, Tokio, Imperial (early), 
Kelnoshat, and No, 85560 (medium 
early). 

Commenting upon 
ties Mr, Salmon says: 

“They are delicious when cook- 
ed either in the green stage or as 
mature dry beans, ‘They have a 
higher protein content than cow- 
peas and the protein is of better 
quality, They also have sign'fi 
cantly more vitamin A than do 
cowpeas which are widely used as 


these varie- 


a food throughout the South, The 
soybeans yield better and are less 
Subject to insect damage, 

‘It is apparent, therefore, that 


there would be several advantages 
in replacing part of the cowpeas 
now used in Southern diets with 
soybeans, This would be particu-

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FARM WOMEN HAVE PART 
IN NEW COTTON PROGRAM 


AUBURN, Ala,—Housewives on 
Alabama farms taking part in the 
supplementary cotton program 
have an opportunity this year to 
their families better clothed 
and better fed, according to Etna 
McGaugh, State home agent, 

This program makes cotton 
stamps available to farmers who 
make a further reduction in their 
cotton acreage, These stamps can 
be used to buy cotton clothing and 
other articles made of cotton, In 
addition, participating farm fam- 
ilies also can qualify for an ad- 
dition $3 cash payment for pro- 
ducing more food for home use, 

“Farm women have a_ special 
interest in this program,” Miss 
McGaugh said, “since they will do 
much of the family buying with 
these stamps and will take the 
lead in meeting the food require- 
ments. For this reason, they will 
want to plan with their husbands 
to earn the maximum amount of 
stamps and the food payment, 
and otherwise receive full bene- 
fits under the program,” 

A farm family interested in only 
one farm can earn up to $25 by 
reducing the acreage of cotton be- 
low the 1941 allotment or 1940 
measured acreage, Whichever is 
smaller, Farmers interested in 
more than one farm or operators 
with two or more tenants can 
qualify for as much as $50, 

The county AAA office will pro- 
vide a form on which each farmer 
will signify his intention to par- 
ticipate in the program, The acre- 
age reduction under this program 
will not in itself affect a farmer's 
cotton acreage allotment in future 
years,

Program Is Set 
By Coffee FSA 


Answering the call for ‘Food for 
Defense,” an enlarged program for 
food production sponsored by the 
Farm Security Administration, the 
local FSA offices are buzzing with 
activity as plans for individual co- 
operation by each FSA family in 
this county are determined, 

W. L, MeArthur advises that 
this program in the Southeastern 
States calls for special undertak- 
ings to produce additional food re- 
quirements for ‘National Defense” 
as well as larger production for 
home use, 

“Hach FSA family in this coun- 
ty will add 50 chickens to his pres- 
ent flocks and in addition will 
take on one om more of three op- 
erations to produce marketable 
products needed in supplying Eng- 
land and her allies as provided 
for in the fund allocation for food 
in the Lease-Lend Appropriation,” 
said the project manager, 

Aided by supplemental loans, 
FSA families will undertake one 
or more of the following three 
enterprises: (1) One additional 
brood sow, to produce four hogs 
for the market; (2) two more milk 
cows for production of marketable 
dairy products; (3) fifty chickens 
for meat and for egg production. 
(These chickens are in addition to 
the 50 required for all families.) 

In addition to winning for the 
Southeastern States a large share 
of the Lend-Lease food expendi- 
tures the ‘ood for Defense” pro- 
gram of the FSA will have addi- 
tional aims as follows: 

1. Increase in normal incomes 
of small farm families through 
perpetuation of the broadened 
program, 

2, Development in this region, 
for better handling of larger pro- 
duction, of processing plants 
(creameries, storage, etc.). 

3, Wxtension and perfection of 
marketing facilities, one of the 
greatest needs of the small farmer, 
so that none will be too remote 
for this service. 

4, Better subsistence for the 
grower and the consumer, through 
an accelerated ‘‘live-at-home” plan 
for the Southeast, 

5. Improved land. 

6. First and last, a move tow- 
ard effective and profitable change 
in the agricultural economy of the 
region, its release from the one- 
crop system, 

“Judging from the contacts we 
have made with some of the fam- 
ilies this ‘Food for Defense’ pro- 
gram will go over the top in a 
big way,’’ concluded the project 
manager.
